W ith the first six months m ent plan was submitted to 
behind them, the current of­ 
ficers of the Hamlin Board of 
Com ntunity Development list 
several projects completed and a 
larger amount underway, ac­ 
cording to a report released 
this week by Orville D. Roland, 
m anager. 
T he civic affairs and t h e 
trade development committees 
have been 
particularly 
busy 
and have a large num ber of 
projects either started or in 
the planning stage. 
T h e complete report as com­ 
piled by Roland follows: 


A griculture and Livestock 
This committee is working 
to provide a perm anent show 
bam 
for 
the Jones County 
Livestock which can be used 
by the FFA boys in their feed­ 
e r program. This has been m et 
with much interest 
and 
en­ 
thusiasm , and is expected 
to 
be completed by the end of 
the year. 
The committee recognizes the 
need 
for better understanding 
between farm er and merchant, 
and is planning a Farm er-M er­ 
chant 
Day 
with 
conducted 
tours of farms and ranches in 
this area. 
In conjunction to this pro­ 
motion .it is being considered 
to recognize outstanding ef­ 
forts in the farm and ranch 
industry, by selecting a M aster 
F arm er from this area each 
year. 
The labor camp is operated 
under this committee to pro­ 
vide a iplace where transit la­ 
borers may stop overnight and 
for farm ers to contact help for 
their harvest. Plans are under­ 
way to remodle the facilities 
of this camp and m ake it more 
convenient for laborers to stay 
overnight. 
This committee 
also lends 
support or opposition to legis­ 
lation 
affecting farm 
a n d 
ranch prices, in this area. 
Civic Affairs Committee 
This committee set out last 
year to encourage street pav­ 
ing throughout Hamlin. 
They 
worked with the city in get­ 
ting Avenue A paved up to a 
point where individuals would 
not co-operate. 
It also planned studies for 
a M aster Plan for Hamlin. The 
im m ediate need for such 
a 
plan was hastened by requests 
from highway departm ent, who 
improvements over long range 
program . Their traffic and de­ 
sign engineers w ere studying 
possibilities 
of 
eliminating 
parking on the 
h i g h w a y 
through town as th eir 
next 
move for relieving congestion 
downtown. By interest shown 
by the city in planning to study 
and design relie' traffic arte r­ 
ies, the more was counteracted. 
This plan was endorsed by the 
BCD directors and presented 
to City Council n February. 
The city council entered the 
proposal in the minutes, but 
did not act on the m atter pend­ 
ing outcome of city elections 
in April 
Another paving proposal 
to 
finance paving on 
time-pay- 


the committee 
and 
received 
support of BCD. This proposal 
was submitted to the 
c i t y 
council .which adopted a res­ 
olution to put the proposal in­ 
to effect. This move will make 
more paving available to more 
people and will give city teeth 
into their ordinances regard­ 
ing paving on lots of absentee 
ownerships and others 
w h o 
stand in the way of community 
development. 
At the same time, this pro­ 
posal was made to 
the 
city 
council, the M aster Plan pro­ 
posal was again presented, but 
no action was taken by the 
city. 
The committee studied the 
need for a city-wide clean up 
campaign and asked the newly 
organized Jaycees to take the 
job of promoting it in Hamlin. 
As a result, the Jaycees went 
all-out and did a fine job. They 
went as far as to name a Miss 
Beautify of Hamlin and enter­ 
ed Hamlin 
in 
the 
national 
cleanest town competition. 
The committee was asked to 
study ways and means for im­ 
proving 
municipal 
facilities 
with special attention to City 
Manager-Council form of gov­ 
ernment. It was learned that 
National 
Municipal 
League 
could provide much informa­ 
tion, and the committee wrote 
and asked for several pamph- 
'ets. This information was so 
valuable 
that it was recom­ 
mended that BCD should usb- 
scribe to membership in Mu­ 
nicipal league. 
This m aterial is being stud­ 
ied and evaluated at the pres­ 
ent time. It has already given 
the? committee down-to-earth 
idbas for improving the com­ 
munity under a so called 5

It is estim ated that it will 
take five years to get all phas­ 
es of the program underway. 
These steps will align city gov­ 
ernment with objectives

BCD in develojjing a better 
community, 
attracting 
more 
people, creating more jobs, and 
developing commerce and in­ 
dustry. 
After studying and analys­ 
ing all this information 
a t 
hand, this committee will make 
recommendations to the board 
of directors as to ways and 
means by which this city can 
better utilize its facilities to 
accomodate its citizens more 
efficiently and to develop in­ 
to a more attractive and pros­ 
perous community. 
This committee submitted a 
request for application forms 
to enter the All-American City 
Award, co-sponsored 
by

tional 
Municipal League and 
Look 
Magazine. 
Contestants 
must show outstanding civic 
achievements of benefit to the 
whole Comunity as a result of 
“citizen action”—that is, 
the 
effort and initiative of a sub­ 
stantial 
num ber 
of 
citizens 
working together to improve 
their community. 
The committee 
was 
asked 
to study ways in which citizens 
could contribute one time to 
all 
charities 
to save untold 
solicitations and workers con­ 
ducting campaigns. It was rec­ 
ommended th at a United Fund 
bp organized and established to 
handle most of solicitations. 
A Civil Defense program for 
Hamlin is now being studied 
and more information on re­ 
sults will be made at a later 
date.

Under the free classing ser­ 
vice, organized growers learn 
the grade and staple of each 
hale of cotton they produce. 
Through m arket 
news 
they 
learn what cotton is selling for 
These two services put them 
in I letter bargaining ^position 
when they sell their cotton. 
More than 13.7 million bales 
of cotton, about 95 per cent of 
the 1959 crop w’ere classed un­ 
der the Smith-Doxey program 
last year. This is the largest 
proportion classed for 
a n y 
crop since the service became 
available in 1938.

bout one-half grade in each of 
these grades. Quality require­
